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LORD MURRAY OF ELIBANK. 
Lord Murray of Blibank died suddenly at 


Elibank House, Walkerburn, yesterday mor 
ing. The late Lerd Murray was born on Apri 
12,. 1870, and was the ekdest son of Viscount 


Elibank. He became Liberal M.P. for Mid 
lothian 1900-1905, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Treasury 1910-1912, Liberal M.P. for Peebles 
and Selkirk 1906-1910, and Mulothian 1910-14, 
Controller of His Majesty's Household and 
Scottish Liberal Whip 1906-10. Under-Secretary 
for India 1909-1910, and retired in 1314. He 
obtained his peerage in 1912. lt has beca 
stated that, as to-sheer ability as a Pariiame» 
tary Whip, Lord Murray was second to none, 
Members would do aimost anything for him 
He threw aside polities on the ground o! il- 
health. There was no doubt, however, tbat 
financial reasons also influenced him to his Jie 
cision. He left England to prosecute in 
Columbia his search for oil concessions for 
Messrs. Pearson and Co., with which firm he 


had become connected, but had barely left tue 


country when the Marconi controversy broke 
out. He stayed in Boygoto, and did not retursa 
to be examined by the Parliamentary Commit 
tee. “It certainly dd not occur to me ad 
the time,” he said in his maiden speech in ihe 
House of Lords on his return at the beginning 
of 1914, “that there could be amy doubt as ‘ie 
the propriety of my being interested in the 
American Company. My error was an error 
of judgment, and not of intention” The pur 
chase of American Marconis for the Liberal 
Party was “an error of business jodgrmen' 
he added, and he had since, at considerable 
personal loss, taken over the shares lic pur 
chased at their cos price. In 1915 Lord 
Murray was appointed Director-General of 
Recruiting for Munitions Work. This poss he 
resigned in February of the following year.
